Senate Judiciary Coinmittee 
Agrees to Open Hearing on 
The Volstead Act 


TO TRY MODIFICATION 


Wets and Drys ‘Will Each be 
Given Six Days in Which to 
Present Their Case

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Pro- 
hibition in America entered a new 
phase today, a little more than 

six years after its advent. 

For the first time since the 
passage 9f the Volstead Act. Con- 
gress will consider seriously 
means of modifying the law to 
legalize the manufacture and yale 
of beer and wine. 

By a vote of 4 to 1 the Senate 
judiciary subcommittee agreed to 
recommend open hearings on the 
subject. The full committee, al- 
though overwhelmingly dry, is ex- 
pected to ratify the recommenda- 
tion Monday. 

Under the program, the heavinzs 
will begin early in April. The 
wets will be given six days to 
present their arguments and the 
drys an equal period. . 

The wets hailed the committee’s 
decision as a_ district victory 
which will ultimately lead to modi 
fication. Heretofore, Congress has 
refused to even consider “any 
change in the law. 

Senator Edge of New Jersey 
learer, announced that testimony 
by that side will be largely con- 
fined to sugg¢stions of changes 
in the law under the constitution. 
Ye said there was n> use war:- 
ing time demonstrating that the 
Volstead Act is a 
has already been established.” 

The subcommittee recommended 
that the hearings be confined 
strictly to modification measures. 

The wets will concentrate upon 
the Edge Bill to change provisions 
in the Volstead Act limiting al- 
coholic beverages to one-half of 
One percent and write into the 
law instead of words “intoxicat- 
ing in fact.” This would leave 
the question of what is in fact 
intoxicating squarely up to the 
Supreme Court to decide. It would 
include wine as well as_ beer.

RITES ARE TO BE SIMPLE 


President Arrives on Sad Mis- 
sion to Find That Deceased 
Had Made Funeral Plans 


(By Universal service) 

PLYMOUTH, Vt., March 19.— 
Colonel John Calvin Coolidge, 
father of the President, will be 
returned tomorrow to the New 
England soil which has claimed 
eight generationg of his forbears. 
The funeral services will be 
held at 2 o'clock in the ofternoon 
in the same sitting room of the] 
ancestral home where in August 
1923, he administered the oath 
of office to his only son as Presi- 
dent of the United States. He will 
be buried in the Hillside cemetery 
on the crown of Plymouth notch 
besfde his sturdy ancestors, who 
cleared the first farm land and 
whose history, like his own, is 
written in the indelible lore of 
the mountain country. 


There, amid the scenes of his 
Nfetime, will be marked the mor- 
tal end of “neighbor” Coolidge, 
nestor of the countryside, fore- 
mort citizen of the farming com- 
munity, who died as he had de- 
sired—peacefully in the quaint 


township where he was born, edu- 
cated, married and lived without 
ostentation a span of life “count; 
ed long in this time.” 
PRESIDENT ARRIVES 
President Coolidge, sad loser in 
the race against death to the bed- 
side of his father, 
today over the snowbanked moun- 
tain roads, to find that the Col- 
onel had completed the funeral 
arrangements with the meticulous 
care characteristic of him.
